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REMARKS 

Summary of the Claims 

With the present Office Action, claims 21-38 are pending. Claims 21-38 
stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b). All rejections are respectfully 
traversed. 

Telephonic Interview Summary 

Several telephonic interviews with Examiner Termanini were conducted on 
November 6, 2007; November 7, 2007; November 15, 2007; and December 11, 
2007. Those present at each of the interviews were Examiner Termanini and 
Adam J. Citrin.
